Explosive for Third Time in a 
Few Months Aimed at Prop- 
erty of the Brewer. 


DUE TO LABOR DISPUTE?

Horace L. Brand, vice president of the 
Brand Brewing company, last night was the 
target for bomb throwers for the third tine 
in as Many months, when an explosive was 
set off in the basement of a double apartment 
building owned by the brewer at 7 West 
Division street. ae 

The first floor of the building is occupied BF 
saloons and the plumbing shop of William J. 


Lang. 


The explosion was in the basement and the | 


police in making an investigation found ev!- 
dence that the bomb had heen placed at 
the rear of the two boilers. 4 hole almost 
fifteen feet long had been torn in the floor- 


ing. The interior of the basement was badly _ 


damaged, gas pipes being torn from their 
fastenings, and almost the entire celling had 
been knocked down. 

Tenants Bush to Street. — 

Nile Ruppert, janitor of the building, was 
on the third floor when the detonation which 
shook the entire building took place. Mem- 
bers of eight families which live on the three 
upper Boors of the structue rushed with Rup- 
pert panic stricken fo the street. Ruppert 
hurried to the alley and found the basement 
door wide open. : 

“Smoke was pouring out,” he ¢aid, “ and 
the smell of gunpowder was plain to all of us 
who got there early. We could see na one 
in the alley.” 

Other persons who came from the west in 
Division street after the explosion met two 
roughly dressed men and one of them was 
heard to say: to his 6ompanion just a moment 
before the explosion: 

“ Duck, you fool, duck.” 

Those who heard the words were startled 
an instant later by the explosion. They ran 
to the scene of the damage and forgot about 
the two men until afterward. 


Police Change Theory. 

Police from the Hudson avenue police sta- 
tion hurried to the scene of the explosion and 
at first were inclined to believe that the ex- 
plosion was from sewer gas. Latér when 
they learned that the bullding was owned by 
Mr. Brand they changed their minds and 
agreed that his enemies had tried to wreck 
his building. . 

Long search was made for the fuse or wrap- 
ping of the explosive, without success. In- 
quiry among the peighbors and tenants of 
the building led to no reason for sipposing 
that a tenant wag the object of the attack.

Robin Once Was Director. ’ 

Joseph G. Robin, the indicted financier, was 
at one time a director of the Carnegie Trust 
company. but resigned more then a year ago. 
The company was mentioned in the Siate- 
ment of Superintendent of Inevirance Hotch- 
kiss, covering Robin's financial operations at 
the time of the closing of the Northern Bank 
of New York. 

Bradley Martin Jr., vice president of the 
Madison Trust company, which also con- 
trols the Nineteenth Ward bank, denied vig- 

ously there had beemanything resembling 

fperger of the Madison and Carnegie Trust 
panies. 
| Madison Trust company does not 
own 6 ‘Share of stock of the Carnegie Trust 
company,” be said, “ and the Carnegie Trust 
company doesn’t own a share of stock of 
thé Medison Trust company.” 


Merger Plans Fall Through. 

Mr. Martin said that poséfbly some persons 
owned shares in the two trust companies, but 
that there was not and never had been in any 
sense a merger. 

“Nearly two years ago a merger was pro- 
posed by Mr. Dickinson,’ he said,“ and after 
long negotiations this company. then the Van 
Norden Trust company, refused to have 
anything further to do with ft. After mr. 
Dickinson’s flasco the merger finally was 
‘abandoned. No preliminary steps had been 
taken.” 

The failed trust company had an existence 
of almost unvarying misfortune since tts or- 
ganization five years ago. In many recent 
court proceedings {ts name has been men- 
tioned in an unfavorable light @nd the finan- 
cial district concluded long «ince that it was 
only a question of time before it would have 
to close its doors. 

It was discovered today the connection be- 
tween the Carnegie company ané J.G. Robin 
was closer than was indicated by the fact 
that he was a director of the trust company 
a year ago. From evidence in the posses- 
sion of the state department of insurance, it 
seems the Carnegie company accepted one of 
Robin's draft for $43,000 on Dec. 20. 


Gets a Draft from Robin. 

In return for this the company received 
from ‘Robin a draft upan the Atlantic Na- 
tional bank of Providence and certain securi- 
ties, bonds of one of Robin's companies. 
When the Carnegie attempted to collect on 
the Providence Graft it found payment 
stopped by order of the national] controller 
of the currency. The Carnegie is, therefore, 
out $43,000, but ft has Robin's bonds—what- 
ever they may be worth—as an offset.

‘City Clab’ Members Use Cameras 
and Watches in Smoke Inquiry. 


THERMOMETERS - IN CARS. 


Will Keep. Tab on Heat and Ventila- 
tion on Transportation Lines, 


Eleven hundred determined Chicago women 
have decided that Chicago smoke has: been 
a nuisance long enough and that the ill venti- 
lated, unheated street car has been too long 
in service. Plans for a detailed investigation 
of every section of the city to get evidence 
on violators of the city ordinances in these 
respects were made yesterday by members 
of the Woman's City club at a meeting in 
the public library building. 

The clean air committee of the club, headed 
by Mise Sarah B. Tunnicliff, is to have charge 
of the new campaign. Every ward inepection 
is to be under the guidance of a captain, and 
every building, all cars, steam, eurface, and 


| elevated, is to be kept under rigid and continu- 


ous supervision. 
Test Cars by Thermometers. 

The women inspectors will Be equipped with 
watches, thermometers, notebooks, and, in 
many Inetances, cameras. There will be no 
guesswork about how long a chimney smokes. 
The watch'and camera will tell thestory The 
thermometer will be utilized oz the cold cars, 


so that no excuse about the car instrument 
' registering too low will go. 


Careful investigation of the ventilation 
systems on all cars are to be made. The 
women’ have heard that some street cars 
and at least one steam road's cars are with- 
out a ventilation system. Cleanliness of 
cars, platforms, and elevated and other sta- 
tions also is to be reported. 


Tells of Club’s Plans. 

“We are going to conduct a thorough in- 
quiry,” said Miss Tunnieliff. “ All reports 
concerning smoke violations are to be turned 
in to Paul P. Bird, the elty Inspector. The 
other inspection resuits will be reported to 
Health Commissioner Evans.

But there-are men in the senate who see 
no reason for delay. In the minority views 
he presented to the full committee, Mr. Fra- 
zier found that seven votes cast for Lorimer 
were tainted and that consequently he had 
mo right to the seat he occupies. 

Senator Beveridge, after a careful consid- 
eration of the testimony, found ample evi- 
dcnce to justify a recommendation for the 
removal of Lorimer. There fe not a better 
lawyer in the senate er house of repreeenta- 
tives than William E. Borah of Idaho. Sen- 
ator Borah has found more than sufficient 
grounds in the testimony taken to cause him 
to determine to meke a speech against the 
retention of Mr. Lorimer in the senate. 


Others of Like Opinion. 

This is the opinion also of Senator Burton 
and Senator La Follette. Other Republicans 
entertain a like view. Upon the Democratic 
side there are such men as Senators Rayner 
of Maryland, Stone of Missouri, and Culber- 
son of Texas, who is said to have come to 
the conclusion, upon the facts as brought out 
during the investigation, that the * blond 
boas’ should be told, and told abruptly, that 
his room is better than his compeny. 

Any further investigation that might be 
made would be merely piling Osea on Pelion. 

It would be highly desirable, of course, if the 
men who contributed the money that cor- 


‘rupted the legislature could be brought to 


book. Any  sorporation could be fined and 
any agent of that corporation fined and im- 
prisoned, if convicted of having contributed 
to Lorimer’s election—this under @ federal 
law. But the state of Illinois also can prose- 
cute corporations and individuals corrupting 
the legislature. The senate of the United 
States could not punish the offending cor- 
poration or individual. Any facts it might 
uncover could be utilized by the federal and 
state authorities. 


What Senate’s Power Consists Of. 

In other words, the sole thing the senate 
has power to do is to pass judgment upon 
the election returns and qualifications of 
Mr. Lorimer. If the facts which have been 
secured show the returns to have been fraud- 
ulent, and hie qualifications improper and 
inadequate, then nothing more is necessary 
to be done. If the senate should decide upon 
the testimony thus far taken thet.Mr. Lori- 
mer is entitled: to hia geat it will be always 
in order, if there should be developments 
years ago. 

Senator Bailey is irritated over reports 
Ahat he has been exerting himself among 
Democratic senators in bebalf of Mr. Lori- 
mer. Ina letter he recently wrote to the 
Houston Post he said that “ while the law, 
in my judgment, left the senate committee

The 
voice is a brilliant soprano, flexible, smooth 
throughout its wide range, easily produced 
in all registers, and of unfailing sympathy.

Take Back All Former Em- 
ployes Within Ten Days. 


“OPEN SHOP’ IS RETAINED 


Provision Made for Adjustment of 
Grievances by Arbitration 
Committee. 


The one hundredth day of the garment 
workers’ strike brought a settlement with 
one firm, Sturm, Mayer & Co., and the Best 
Tailoring company, a subsidiary concern, by 
which more than 500 strikers will return to 
work P nats ten days. 5 

Thé agreement was signed by officials of 
the company end President Thomas A. Rick- 
ert of the United Garment Workers of Amer- 
ica and indorsed at an evening meeting of the 
joint strike conference. Sturm, Mayer & Co. 
did not agree to conduct a “ closed shop,” but 
the right of shop committees was conceded 
and all present and future grievances will be 
adjusted by committees elected by the em- 
ployés, 

' Terms Offered by Firm. 

The terms of settlement, in substance, fol- 

low: 


All strikers, formér employés, shall be 
taken back withim ten days after the 
strige against the concern is called off. 

There will be no discrimination against 
any former employé on strike. 

All grivances that the shop committees 
in conference with the foremen and offi- 
Cials of the firm faif to adjust shall be 
submitted to a board of arbitration com- 
posed of three members. One of these 
shall. be chosen by the employés, one by 
the company, and the third by the first 
two, 

There will be no objection to or dis- 
crimination against any employé for be- 
longing to or joining any union. ‘ 
Officials of the company indicated that they 

preferred all former employés to return to 
work tomorrow morning, and it is likely that 
most of the men will go back tomorrow. The 
concern and its subsidiary branch empl 'y 
twenty-five cutters and 500 tailors.

BOMBAY. India, Nov. 20.—There is an 
India and a British India.

The term “native states” ts applied to 
blocks of territory ranging in size from a big 
western farm to an area equal to Kaneas, 
aggregating one-third of the land area of 
India, with more than .one-fifth its popula- 
tion, 66,000,000, and nominally ruled by some 
400 Indian potentates. Their picturesque 
titles—rajah, maharajah, gaekwar, rane,

Asquith Strong Under Strain. 

Mr. Asquith is an astounding man physical- 
ly as weil as intellectually. He has been a 
hard workér al] his life. Married when he 
was quite young, he was already the father 
of six children when he got his first political 


office aa home secretary in the Gladstone 


ministry of 1882. Then his wife died and he 
married again, as everybody knows, Margot 
Tennant, and by her he also has a family. 
The result wae that he broke with all older 
traditions. The traditiom was that once a 
men had taken high office, and especially that 
office of home secretary, he should abandon 
professional life. 

But Asquith kept his name up in hikchnen- 
bers in the’ temple; and after he left office 
calmly went back to the bar and resumed 
practice as a barrister. This does not sou 
strange to Americans, who have seen even 
@&-presidents resume their professionai ac- 
tivities; but it was so new in Engijand as 
to be alrhost a shock to the staid and old 
fashioned. 

And thus Asquith had three different occu- 
pations to follow—the bar, the house of com- 
mons, and society. For he became a great 
figure in social life, partly becausé that was” 
the world in which his wife had spent her 
life—where she also, by her sharp wit, her 
originality, and daring, had see’ years been 
@ brilliant figure. 

In spite of all this, Asquith has retained his 
splendid robust health. |

Scandal of Plural Vote. | 

There has been frequently a propesal that 
ell British elections should take place on one 
Gay. But ft bas always broken down before 
opposition of the Conservatives and the house 
of lords. One of the objections to it from 
the Tory, point of view is that it would do 
away with one of the greatest scandals of the 
electoral system in England—the scandal of

There was a time when it seemed that 
every foot of land im India was to come 
under the immediate dominion of the British 
crown. Democratic ideas of the home coun- 
try alone checked the steady consumption of 
native states. These native states occupy a 
peculiar pesition. They are independent, yet 
they are dependencies. Their rulers, almost 
without exception, are loyal to the govern- 
ment. There is reaton why they should be 
The government virtually guarantees them 
their position. They are far removed from 
fear of foreign conquest. Any desire that 
any one of the native princes might have to 
add to his d jon is effectively banishec 
by ‘British rule. 


Free to Be Oriental Despots. 

But. on the other 
ritory each prince is free to continue to rule 
as an oriental despot. Not all the princes 
are despots. Many are enlightened men of 
western education. Their states are in a 
highly prosperous condition. I would sum 
up their relationship to the British crown as 
mutually interdependent. They need the 
moral and physical support of the British 
Raj; he needs theirs. 

The largest native state is Hyderabad, with 
an area of 82,000 square miles and 11,000,000 
popufation. Next is Kashmir. Other impor- 
tant native states are Mysore, Jodhpur, 
Bikaner, Gwalior, Bastar, Rawa, Jaisalmer, 
Jeipur, Mewar, and Bahawalpur. Each has 
an grea of at least 10,000 square miles. 

These states have their own revenue, which 


’ varies frém a few thousand dollars a year to 


that of the Nizam of Hyderabad, more than 
$15,000,000. 

The majority of the native princes are Hin- 
doos, though the ruler of powerful Hydera- 
bad is a Mohammedan of the Sunni sect. In 
the Punjab there are a few Sikh rulers and 
Mohammedan Pathans. Among the Hindoo 
rulers of the north, Rajputs predominate. 
Sikkim is ruled by a Buddhist of Tibetan de- 
scent. The ruler of the little central Indian 
state of Bhopal is an Afghan Mohammedan. 


Wide Variety of Native States. 


Not only do native states vary in size, reve- 
nue, and rulers, but in geographic position, 
extending from the northernmost to the 
southernmost parts of the empire. We fing 
among them also the same external range of 
variation in race, language, religion, caste, 
culture, and traditions that mark British 
India proper. Their rulers, likewise, show 
the same startling variation of rule. Some 
are as despotic as any existing monarch; 
others rule like liberal minded patriots of old, 
the ruler being simply the leading citizen of 
the state. Needless to say, democratic prin- 
ciples, as we understand them, have made no 


| progress in the native stateg. 


There are petty chiefs whose rule began 
yesterday. The Rajput Maherana of Udai- 
pur claims descent from the sun; bis line 
never bowed the knee to the conquerors of 
medieval India’ Udaipur is one of the inter- 
esting remnants of medieval India. It lieg in 
the sandy deserts of Rajputana. Its people 
are hardyy and rugged, and true as steel. 
Chivalry and daring have characterized its 
warriors and chieftains. 

Civil government is a matter of personal 
pride with its ruler. Loyalty and corporate 
conscience stand as law. There is little red 
tape, no social strata. The prince is only 
first among his noblemen. Each nobleman is 
a feudal cénter. 

As representative of another class, we take 
the little state of Pauanpur. Theancestor of 
the Diwam was an Afghan who distinguished 
himself in the time of the Moghul Humayun. 
Akbar/delivered to him the government of 
Lahere; Aurangzeecb, further territory in 
Gujerat. The majority of the population are 
Hindoos..

Christianity is on trial, not Judaism, ac- 
cording to Dr. Emi} G. Hirsch, who spoke on 
“The Russian Situation,” at the banquet of 
the B’nai B'rith lodges of Chicago, at the La 
Salle hotel last night. More than 700 per- 
sons attended thcg banquet. Dr. Hirsch was 
the only speaker. He said: 

“Christianity certainly enjoins love for 
brother man. .The great apostle whose flery 
goul set the anicent Roman empire aglow 
with a new light, held that under the new 
sdispensation distinctions inherent in blood 
or tongue*were consumed-and fused into a 
new and consecrated unity. . 

“Every argument ahd excuse advanced 
to excuse the repressive measures of the 
Russian despots fall to the ground as idle 
subterfuges before the one great fact that | 
as soon as a Jew will adopt Christianity he 
is free to move about the empire as he wishes.

Saul was the son of old Farmer Kish, 
and he was hunting his father’s asses when 
he was met by Samuel, the prophet, who 
gave him a kingdom.

Producing Honey Once More. 

Palestine ia sometimes called “‘ the land of 
milk and honey/’ This it was in the past. 
and this it maybe again. A Swiss family, 
not fari from Jerusalem, hes recently gdne 
into the bee business, and it is producing 
many thousands of pounds of honey & year. 
The bees are kept in hived made of terra 
cotta jars, which are moved to different 
pastures several times duringafteason. The 
average yield of honey per hive is about 100 
pounds. 

As to the Palestine flowers, I cannot de- 
scribe thefh. There are said’to be more than 
8,000 varieties. Crossing the upper plains of 
Sharon I rode through great fields of daisies 
as yellow as buttercups and as DdDeautifully 
shaped as our daisies at home. There were 
greenish-white flowers carpeting the road- 
side, an among them poppies, gladioluses, 
and lilies. Im the gardens here are geraniums 
as large as rose bushes and on the sides of 
the hills wild flowers of every description. 
There are yellow violets and pink and blue 
blossoms whose names I know not. 

There is also a red flower called * the blood 

crop of Christ.”" It is said to have sprung 
up on the spots where dropped the blood 
of our Savier as he carrfed the cross. [I 
counted thirty-five different wild flowersin a 
single Gay's travel over the mountains of 
Samaria. At one place I saw what looked 
like piles of Bermuda onions, pulled up, lining 
the roadside. There were busheis of them, 
and I supposed they had been spilled out by 
a broken down caravan. 
“Those are lily bulbs which the farmers 
have dug out of the fields,” said my gutide, 
afd further on I saw the mén digging. “The 
lilies are yellow and white>end they grow 
wild. - “They toil not, neither do they spin,” 
but they cause the farmers to tof! ané are 
one of the pests he has to get rid of. 


Farms Are Small, 

There are but few farms of large size in the 
Holy Land. The chief cultivated patches on 
the mountains are those which have been 
cleared of stones. They are often not bigger 
than bed quilts and seldom contain more 
than three or four acres, Such fields fre- 
quently have stone walls about them. 

Down In the valleys and on the plains of 
the Philistines the farms are not separated 
by feneés’ and they are of a much greater 
extent. They are planted to wheat, beans, 
and barley, and grow tuxuriant crops. One 
of the interesting scenes of the wheat fields 
i is’ often referred to in the Bible. This is

Savior Lived Among Farmers, 

It was in ane farm village Bethlehem, that 
our Savior was born, and in another farm- 
ing settlement, Nazareth, that he grew to 
manhood. A great part of his ife was spent 
in. going about among the shepherds and 
farmers, and in. his preaching the most of | 
the examples and parables relate to things of 
the soil. 

The most common sight out of doors in the 
holy land is the sheep. They are every- 
where. You find them on the rich plains 
where the Philistines lived; they feed among | 
the rocks on the slopes of the Judean moun- 
tains, and spot the wilderness all the way | 
down to Jericho. They graze on every part 
of Samaria and Galilee and almost every- 
where on the plain of Esdraelon. 

They are always watched over by shep- 
herds, and are often driven to new feeding 
grounds. The greater part of this country is 
mountainous. Limestone rocks are covered 
with soil so thin thatgif you could pare it off 
for a depth of eight inches there would be 
nothing but stone. It is different in the 
plains and the valleys, but the hills.are ter- 
races of rock covered with bowlders and 
sprinkled’ here and there with patches of 
earth. The conditions,. however, are such 
that the least bit of.sofl will grow luxuriant 
grass, and the sheep seem, to grow fat on 
the stones. 

I remember some ficcks I saw my wey 
to the Jordan.

The tax assessgys gO over the count 
when the olive trees are in blossom and thing 
then estimate the mioney which each tree 
should yield. The> assess this amount as a 
cash tax, and the owner of the orchard must 
pay it whether the yield turns out well or 
not. There is often a failure of crops, and 
the trees produce just enough for the taxes. 
Sometimes they fail entirely. 

As a result, people bave. grown discour- 
aged, and havé begun to cut down their 
orchards and sell both wood and roots. This 
is forbjdden by the new constitution. 

The taxation is not confined to the orchards.

eral reciprocity treaty. The most that can 
be expected at this stage of the commercial 
relations between the United States and 
Canada is a convention dealing with a certain 
limited number of articles.

HE annual report of the recorder’s 
office tells the story of a most healthy 
development of the rea! estate business

pared with those of the preceding year, 
show an increase of nearly 25 per cent.

Real estate busifiess is becoming a more 
favored form of investment because of the

‘honorable basis upon which the business of 


dealing in realty is being conducted in this 
city and the absence of any effort on the 
part of real estate men to create artificial 
values.

Transfers and improvements in the outly- 
ing districts have kept pace with the move- 
ment in the loop district, and both have 
testified strongly to the broad growth of the 
city. 

The opening of new subdivisions on the 
outskirts of the city with the mode] homes 
for the investor of moderate means has been 
continued during the year along cdnserva- 
tive lines. In genera) the year 1910 contrib- 
wted liberally to the materia! improvement 
and welfare of the city, which comes as a 
result of healthy trading in realty and im- 
provements thereon. From my persona! 
standpoint as the head of the office where 
all-real estate transactions are filed for reo- 
ord the work of the year has been most sat- 
isfactory and gratifying. In the first years 
of my administration of the recorder's office 
I found it difficult to interest the rea) estate 
men and lawyers in the affairs of the office to 


the extent of securing their codperation in 


bringing about needed improvements. 


— 

The rea] estate men representating the 
public in their dealings with this office have 
the right to be heard in connection with the 
manner in which the business of the office 
is to be conducted. They further owe a duty 
to @ public official to show an interest in his 
office by offering friendly criticism and ar 
times giving encouragement by words of 
approbation. If the management of this 
office has been satisfactory, the attitude of 
the real] estate men in this regard during the 
year 1910 more than any other cause has 
been reeponsible for such a result. 

It is well at this time to repeat that the 
people receive at the hands of public offi- 
cilals the kind of service which they demand. 
The best. form of a demand on the part of 
the people is to become interested in public 
servants and their duties by coéperating with 
them in the performance of such duties. A 
realization of the responsibility'of the people 
im connéction with all of our public offices 
would, I am certain, bring about a higher 
etandard of efficiency in all of our public in- 


stitptions. *

NARROW CHANNEL. :

Wednesday. the Chicago rea) estate board 
adopted a resolution opposing the alleged 
plan of the Pennsylvania road, in connection 
with its proposed néw station, to have the 
channel of the south branch of Chicago river 
narrowed to less than 200 feet between “an 
Buren and Madison streets.

It was asserted by Mr. Halsey that a com 
mittee is now in Washington seek!ing to se- 
cure a surrender of the land acquired from 
the railroad company by the sanitary dis- 
trict and declaring that the new station will 
wot be built unless the land In question ie 
given to the company. He termed & a rar k 
surrender to the company of interests of In-

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WHOLESOME DRAMA—By “BILLY” CRANE 


I know it is a great honor to make Chicago 
theatrical histery in opening the city’s new- 
est and most beautiful playhouse. 

In my years upon the stage I have 
“opened”’ @ number of theaters, each one 
more beautiful than the last, but it seems 
to me that in the Blackstone Chicago haa # 
said the last words in theaters. 

For the actor opening a new playhouse, 
while it is a. great honor, it is not always 
an unmixed pleasure, especially if he does so 
with the firet presentation of a play. 

No one but @n actor can realize the ner- 
vousmees and tense excitement which even 
the oldest players feel on the opening night 
of a new production, and the slightest dis- 
trection to en audience, whereby some tell- 
ing line is lost, often throws every member 
of the company into a state of consterna- 
tion. 

However, now that the trying moment ts 
over, I am glad that mine was the company 
to dedicate a house which I predict will be 
successful. It is certainly quite different, 
with its commodious chairs, its broad aisles, 
and wonderfully beautiful curtain, from the 
first theater I helped to opem 

This wae in 1867 at Lafayette, Ind., and 
I was then playing with the Holmen Opera 
company. Perhaps you have forgotten, but I 

made my debut with comic opera. Fortu- 


“nately, this wes before the day when the 


“ personality” of the actor came in for so 
much attention; consequently, when I made 
the change from a singing to 4 speaking 
comedian, I do not remember that there was 
one critic who said that I carried the comic 
opera technio into the legitimate drama. 
—o- 


Anyway, there were not so many people 
who wrote on theatrical and dramatic sub- 
jects in those days and it seems to me thet 
perhaps on that account the taste of the 
theatergoers was more eatholic. Now, when 
every day finds columns written about plays 
and players, the pr agape point of view 

st always is made for him. 

on instance, when & men gees on the 
biliboarde these lines, “1, 8. Minister mem 
loe, a comedy by George Ade, played by 
William H. Crane,” immediately he has in 

mind @ truly American play, full of American 

types, for he has been taught to look for thése 

things from George Ade and from me. He 

ealis ita typical “ Billy Crane’’ part. Well, 

he got a typical Crane part the other even- 

ing, but he was evidently a little jolted by 

Ade’s transferring the characters toa South 

American environment. In adjusting him- 

self he jumped to Ade’s comic operas, and 

then probably wondered why the lyrics and 

the chorus were left out. 

I think that of all people who try to live up 
to their reputation the playwright and the 
actor have the hardest work. Of course, ~ 
every One who thinks at all knows that no | 
one is just what the other fellow thinks he is. 
Sometimes, alas, he is not what he himself 
thinke he is, but usually if he ie not able to 
“change the spots "* which have been care- 
fully counted by his friends, possibly he may 


always tried to bring to my ..... all the rever- 
ence and dignity that belongs to it. 

‘ This feeling is deeply ingrained in every 
one who has made a success on the stage, 
and for that reason we actors sometimes 
perhaps take ourselves’ too seriously. We 
live with and in our stage conceptions 60 long 
before we present them to the public that we 
eometimes resent the.fact that anything can 
seem more interesting to it than these charac- 
ters which we introduce to it. 

Naturally a new theater is of first interest 
to the people of the city in which it ig built, 
for plays may come and playe may go, but the 
theater will stand, presumably for several 
generations at least. 

However, I have had the felicity of becom- 
ing rather stable myself. A number of years 


ago I hada the honor to es menber of the 
Hooley company of Chicago, supporting Bar- 
ry Sullivan, which dedicated the theater 
bullt by “ Lucky” Baldwin in San Francis- 
co. Just thirty-four years afterward, at the 
head of my own company, I opened San F'ran- 
cisco’s newest and most beautiful theater, 
the Columbia, in “ Father and the Boys.” 
~~ 

When I count up the years of my work upon 
the stage and note the many friends who 
have passed into the beyond I begin to feel as 
if I was getting old. The other day when we 
were speaking about the recent presentation 
of “The Merry Wives of Windsor” at the 
New theater, New York, I caliéd to mind a 
conversation I had with some friends at the 
St. James hotel when I was about to produce 
the same comedy. There were John McOub 
lough, William M. Connor, his manager, and 
also the manager of the hotel, W. J. Florence 
of happy memory; Capt. Alfred Thompson, 
the great English designer and producer: R. 
E. J. Miles, actor and afterwards manager of 
the Grand Opera house, Cincinnati, and John 
W. Norton, actor and manager of the theater 
in St. Louls. While I was talking it came 
over me that every one of this party, with the 
exception of myself, were dead : 

In looking over & number of oN pictures the 
‘other day I came across one taken on @ fishing 
trip. On ft-were the- faces of my off friénds 
Grover Cleveland, Joseph Jefferson, Richard 
Watson Gilder, and L. Clark Davis, and it 
came to me forcibly that every one of these _ 
men excepting myself had passed away. 

This picture was taken just before the nom-. 
iInatiom of Mr. Cleveland for the presidency, 
and after the nomination Harper’s was anx- 
lous to publish it. Mr. Cleveland looked it 
over, and ag both he and Mr. Jeffergon were 
in their shirt sleeves and the rest of us in 
more or less state of undrese he remarked: 
“I think the picture is too shirtsieevy to be 
published of a man who aspires to be presi- 
dent of the United States.” I have really 
gotten so that I hate to talk to people of my 
friends that are gone, as it almost seems to 
me that I am the only one left, but with my 
present health I feel ag if I might go on play- 
ing American characters and opening Ameri- 
can theaters for another forty-seven years.

: Lederer in Audience 


Learns Good Lesson. 


“The average musical producer is an 
ostrich, I.thank my stars that I am not an 
ostrich. During five yearain Randolph street, 
Chicago, - was able to keep my head out of 
the sands.’ 

George W. Lederer, inventor of the modern 
type of music show, former manager of the 
Colonial theater,-and now at the head of a 
prosperous producing firm, explains in this 
manner why he has not succumbed to the 
prevailing tendency in staging entertatin- 
ments. While many other musical comedy 
architects are going head over heels into the 
practice of dealing out the suggestive and 
vulgar, Mr. Lederer refuses to become in- 
oculated with the fever. 

He attributes his ability to refrain from the 
** tendencies of the day *’ in his musical offer- 
ings to the fact that while house manager 
of the Colonial he waa able to see the 
from-the auditor's viewpoint, a coign of van~ 
tage rarely. obtained by the man who is im- 
mersed in the details of backstage machinery. 

‘ Having. abandoned the workshop for the 
exhibit hall of the finished goods I was able 
to return,to the shop with new ideas,” said 
Mr. Lederer the other day. ‘‘ Many producers 
maintain in justification of their methods that 
they are giving. the people what they want. 
This may or may not be true, but it is also 
true that; they have had their managerial 
heads stuck ostrichiike in the sands bahind 
the scenes. They have never been able to 

out so that their eyes and their 
‘braing may absorb that which the amusement 
seeking public really Goes want. If the box 
office ‘ts the. only: basis of one’s psychology, 
then the. reasoning. of the producer of the 
better clase of musical pieces must neces- 
sarily be the same as that of the burlesque 
impresario. 

“ Yor several yearoand up toa few months 
ago, whenI removed my headquarters to New 
York, I sat with the audiences at the Colonial. 
I had entirely cast off the cares of production 
which accumulated during my Caeino days. 
I became a part of the ‘audience myself. 1 
was able to get the perspective, to gather 
the real opinions, Iikes and dislikes of that 
much besought but.

According to one of the foremost authori- 
ties on the subject, the year 1900 was.a year 
of great initiativé. New and untried ele- 
ments entered the movement. In New York 
City there were two separate and distinct 
movements, headed by women of wealth. 
Mra. Clarence Mackey became responsible for 
one of them, which has gone on steadily doing 
excellent, though a somewhet limited work. 
It has been educatione} and academic and is 
limited to certain social claeses and to purely 
educationa} methods. Through the: efforte 
of this perticular society, the Equal] Fran- 
chise society, lectures on the subject have 
been introduced into many colleges and uni- 
versities and many conservative people of 
wealth and fashion have become interested 
in the cause. 


The other ‘aibwesnenit hae been financially 
backed by Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont. She opened 
luxurious headquarters om Filth avenue for 
the National Woman Suffrage association 
and the New York state association. As a 
resu&t of thie financial boom in an otherwise 
humble society the movement was widely 
exploited by the press tp a highly sensa- 
tional manner. There: wae much feature 
press work, much publicity, though not so 
much solid attainment. 

But underneath these two movements wes 
worked out quietly a new movement, eseen- 
tially democratic. It was unheralkied by the 
prees and was not financially supported by 
people of wealth, hut it hae worked for great 
ende. Thies is the party movement as worked 
out in New York City within the last year. 
Being organized from local centers, being 
self-governing, a movement growing from 
the inside*and evolving from. within, it is 
essemtialiy constructive and tende towards 
real democracy. Thie great movement, which 
hae within the year rolled up a membership 
of thousands by precinct an@ ward, has been 
carried on quietly and unostentatiously. 

It. ie esserted that the Washington cam- 
paign was won by the perty method, though 
not under the name. It was constructive and 
educational Little money was used, but there 
were great results. The Washington women 
practically womtheir own battle. The pre- 
cincts, wards, and districts were 
at least in the larger centers, and the women 
won by concentrated effort. It was an inter- 
esting situation. There wae some outside 
financial help, but the campaign was won be- 
cause the women of the state were left to their

| CHICAGO IS BATTLE GROUND. 


Much Mooted Question to Be Thrashed 
Outat U.S. G. A. and W. G.A. Meets.

While the question as. to whether the United 
States Golf association is to follow the ruling 
of the Royal and Ancient Golf Club of St. 
Andrews, Scotland, and debar the Schenec- 
tady and all.center shafted clubs, or to split 
with the dignified Scottish ‘body, is filling 
the eastern -press, the controversy so far 
has not created much of a’ ripple in the 
west. This week the battleggound will be 
transferred to Chicago, and at the annual 
nieeting of the U. 8S. G. A., to be heid Satur- 
Gay night at the Blackstone hotel, the above 
question will be the live isaue. 

Previous to the- storm wave in the east it 
looked as if the annual session of the U. 8S. 
G. A. would. be the usual love feast, and 
that the annual meeting of the Western 
Golf. association, scheduled for one week 
later at the La Salle hotel, would be equally 
devoid of pepper. Now there is every indi- 
cation of a turbulent session on Saturday, 
while the character of the W. G. A. meeting 
depends largely on what action Is taken by 
the delegates at the U. 8. G. A. meeting. 


Bars. Center Shafted Clubs. 

Last summer the rules of the golf commit- 
tee of the Royal and Ancient. Club of 8t. 
Andrews adopted rulings which debarred all 
center shafted. clubs, making at the same 
time the folowing explanations: : 


i—The head: of a golf club shall be so constructed 
that the length of the head from the back of the 
heel to the toe shall be greater than the breadth 
from the face to the back of the head. 

o1The shaft shall be fixed to the heel or to a 
neck, socket, or hose which terminatep at the

duced, reach the heel of the club, or as, for exam- 
ple, im the case of of the Park or Fairlie clubs, the 
point opposite the heel, either right or left, when 
the club is soled in the ordinary position for viay- 
Decunentae on this action, a writer in 
the World of Goilf,. London, said: “It ts 
inconceivable that. the majority of golfers 
will bow to @ decision which is logically in- 
éefensible.” 

Other British golfers made equally strén- 
uous objections, and while many players on 
this side of the water characterized the action 
of the St. Andrews solons as ponderously 
stupid, or something akin to it, mallet headed 
clubs were not prohibited in any of the big 
tournaments. held in this country last sum-

But the small club ownera, with 
whom barnstorming dates are booked, know 
by experience that the trade mark is a 
strong magnet end they will use it to the limit 
for advertising purposea. 

A few years ago when patched up, misfit 
teams of Cubs and White Sox barnstormed 
eround Chicago in the fall the players would 


have been willing to be advertised as them- - 


selves only, but the semi-pro and other pro- 
moters, who booked them, advertised them 
as “Cubs” or “ White Sox." And to this 
day there are scores of semi-pro patrons in 
Chicago who believe the defeats or narrow 
escapes from defeats of those misfit aggre- 
gations at the hands of local teams were 
genuine battles with genuine major league 
teams. 

To guard against thie gulling of the public 
by barnstorming promoters, acquiesced in 
by the players, fs tr ‘pose of the com-~- 
mission's latest eff ic regulate barn- 
storming. Asforthe -rid's champions, the 
ground is taken that they bave profited hand- 
somely out of the world’s series receipts and 
will profit further by increased salaries the 


following: year. 


Lowers Dignity of Cikadions. 

It should be beneath the dignity of players 
who have attained that dizzy height tu go out 
looking for pennies and pickles in the bushes, 
to say nothing of taking with them the 
laurels of the baseball world and getting 
them wiped in the dust by some team which 
would not win one game in forty from a team 
of world’s champions intact and in condition 
to play real baseball. 

When club owners in midseason, while 
their players are under contract, send out 
teams of substitutes to play exhibition games 
in minor league cities, the commission can 


Teguiate thag through the club owners them- : 


selves and have taken steps todo so, Again 
it is a case of protecting the public, for many 
a@ minor league club owner would be willing 
to deceive his own public to make a few extra 
dollars and then throw the blame wholly on 
the shoulders of the major league club which 
failed to send all its star players to exhibit 
in hig town. 

This evil is diminishing, because exhibition 
games are becoming less and less profitable 
as the public gains experience. No major 
league. club owner is to be blamed if he does 
not compel his regulars to work in exhibition 
contesta, provided he notifies the other club 
what kind of a team wil) visit his town in 
time to permit declaring oft the game if de- 
sired or if not, to avoid misleading the minor 
league fans in advance of the game. There is 
no harm at all in a game between a minor 
team and a bunch of major league substi- 
tutes if the game is advertised as such. 


Stop Trafficking of Players, 
“The rew commission rule to regulate the 
evil of trafficking in players is another at- 
tempt to do What half a dogen previous rules 
have failed to accomplish. The abuse of the 
right to purchase and draft players from 
minor leagues is believed to be responsible 
for some of the present dearth of major 
league material. For years major league 
magnates have been purchasing and drafting 


“young playérs recklessly. often-for no other 


purpose than to stock a farm or to build upa 


- team for some friend in the minor leagues. | 


This juggling often results in killing a 
young playet’s ambition. He is promoted 
from a little league to a major league before 
he has had that gradual development and ex- 


- perience which he ought to have if he is to 
make @ood. His manager has s0 many 


youngsters to look over that he can't do 
justice to all of them. Some of them never 
even see the home togn of the major league 
‘Club which drafts them. They are turned 
back to the farm or to a friendly minor club

Wednesday has been the opening date 
for some years, because it allows the sched- 
uling of a four game series and a change 
of bill for the following Sunday. Circuit 
gossip indicates that no change is contem- 
plated in the number of games, 168, which 
has been the number for the last two sea- 
sons, and has been successful] owing to the 
compact circult. 

There is some room for argument as to 
where the first gatnes will be played. For- 
meriy it was the custom for the western 
clubs to open in the east, where the cities 
were located farther to the south, tn the 
hope of avoiding some of the disagreeable 
weather which is likely to be on hand in 
April and early May, and whieh did appear 
with a vengeance in 1910. But some of the 
western clubs also wanted opening games, 
and.in 1009-10 the schedule opened home 
and home—west against west and east against 
east, 

Object to 1910 Opening. 

The plan worked so. poorly there again is 
& movement on foot to revert to the old pian 
with the western clubs beginning the cam- 
paign at Louisville, Indianapolis, Columbus, 
and Toledo. This matter probably will be 
discussed with the appointment of the com- 
mittee. .The schedule committee will be 
asked to report at a later meeting in this 
city, probably in March. 

It also js probable that the magnates for- 
mally will approve the double umpire system 
as inaugurated by President Chivington, as 
only two extra umpires are necessary; It 
has been customary to have six to provide 
for emergenties and important series. of 
course the cities which get only one umpire 
under the old plan think their games are 
important enough to merit two, and so it 
woes. 

. May Talk of Invasion. 

While it is not likely to appear in the 
formal meeting, there is pretty sure to be 
gome informal discussions of all the recent 
talk about a third club in Chicago, and the re- 
quests which will be asked of the national 
commission next fail. That the asedociation 
intends to place a third club in Chicago, prob- 
ably in 1912, is: now the opinion of a ma- 
jority of local baseball men. The requests 
to be made for higher classification and for 
elimination. of the draft have been exploited 
to a sufficiency for the present. 


NO CHIPON BARROW’S SHOULDER

Prior to the opening of the meeting at the 
Palmer house in Chicago last Tuesday; the 
northern clubs had agreed to vote together 
in matters pertaining to the makeup of the 
circuit, which meant that Waterloo might 
depend upon the support of Dubuque, Daven- 
port, and Rock Island in its contest ‘to re- 
main in the circuit.

There is a difference of opinion about the 
circuit as to Waterloo’s motives in taking 
the present fight into the courts.

Those who take this view believe that a 
peaceful settlement can be reached if the 
Three Eyes magnates wil] consent to take 
the initiative toward restoring Watertoo to 
ite former company. Others hold the opinion 
that despite existing contracts and league 
rules that seem to show an easy road for 
getting rid of Waterloo, that city has more 
than an even chance to win out in the courts 
and force the league to bear with its com- 
pany indefinitely. By such it is claimed the 
contract between the league and Waterloo is 
deficient in the element of compensation 
from the latter's standpoint and that the 
rule which provides for the automatic for- 
feiting of the franchise of a/city that carries 
league affairs into the courts is invalid.

Version of St. Andrew’s Legislation, 


New York, Jan 7.—The announcement that 
President Taft is an Iineurgent In golf matters 
and? opposed to the St. Andrew's committee's 
legislation in regerd to the malilet-headed 
putter has brought e reply from C. B. Mac- 
donald of this city, who is a member of the 
St. Andrew's committee. He says: 

“ With all due respect to the opinioniof the 
president of the United States and the views 
of other golfers, there appears to be a wide- 
spread misapprehension with regard to golf 
rules legisietion in general, as well as to this 
new putter legislation in particular. I there- 
fore have decided to prepare a full analysie 
of thie action of the St. Andrew's committee, 
which I wlll send to the United States Golf 
association, setting down every detail. 

‘* My object is to inform the American golf- 
ers on the new rule, what it means, and what 
has brought it about. What action may be 
taken at the coming annual meeting rests 
with the delegates, but I am determined that 
every delegate may bave an accurate account 
of what has been done by St. Andrew's to 
guide his vote.” 

Mr. Macdonahi's monograph will be ready 
in a few days and copies will go to ali the 
registered golf clubs of the country and to all 
delegates to the approaching meeting of the 
United States Golf association.

The one feature of the “ new rules” that 
will not meet with popular approval is the 
clause forbidding championship contests in 
that city. This is a joker and should be 
blue penciled. Many e “champ” hee per- 
formed in Philadelphia in the past and no 
damage done. Why cut off the best cards 
the promoters have? 

There are no accidents when two experi- 
enced and clever men get together. If I 
werg consulted by the authorities and asked 
to make suggestions for the betterment of 
the game and to eliminate from it the most 
objectionable ‘features I would enswer in a 
I would advise that all boxing 
clube be forced to employ competent and 
experienced referees. More good could be 
accomplished through honest and capable 
officials than in any other way. The refer- 
ees should not be interfereq with in any 
way and should be empowered to use their 
judgment and discretion at ell times. In 
this manner could professional boxing be 
greatly benefited and improved.

figures? i 

Ye atter all, the-@ttraction for footbal fs 
exactly the same as that which the ancients 
had for the gladiatorial contests and which 
the Spaniards have for the bull fight. A foot- 
ball game is merely @ prise Aight multiplied 
by eleven, 

“There is @ sremmendous fatigue connected 
with the playing of the game, and the severe 
physical strese develops various forms of 
heart disease. After the season is over the 
pearts of the players, I find, having no longer 
such @ wevere stress upon them, undergo 
changes accompanied by fatty degeneration, 
while this criticism might be advanced 
‘against several other eports, it preéminentily

GOSSIP FOR WHIST PLAYERS. 


Expert Picks Flaws in Elwell’s 
Book on Auction Bridge. 
: e. ; 
DIFFERS AS TO SOME BIDS. 


Atlantic Assoctation to Hold Anoasl’ 
Congress This Month. :

The most important contribution to card 
literature during the last year was Elwell 
om. auction bridge. 

Its salient feature is the thoroughness with 
whieh the author has covered the ground and 
outlined the play for the dealer, second, 
third, and fourth players respectively, the 
Gifferent methods of bidding from various 
hands eccording to the hide which have pre- 
ceded until it really seems that there is no 
situation which hag not been anticipated 


Before giving his book to the public, Mr. 
Elwell passed several. months in England, 
playing at the Portland club, in order that 
the best ideas of English players as well aé 
American should be incorporated, in the book. 
As the game of auction bridge is only in the 
chrysalis state of its development, it is “in-- 
evitable that new and better ideas In regard 
to bidding will from time to time be dis- 
covered. 

The general scheme for bidding, in the 
volumn. under discussion, is sound and con- 
servative and the advice regarding no-trump 
declarations particularly admirable. 

The weakést point in the book, in the opin- 
fon of the writer, is the rules for bidding one 
heart and one dlamond. 

Low Bid Rarely Wins. 

Except in rare instances‘a bid at auction 
bridge which represents less than twelve 
points does. not win the declaration. 
therefore, should not all bids representing 
lower value than twelve be regarded as in- 
formatory rather than as expressing a desire 
to play the hand with a trump named? 

With a strong and long heart suit with 
which the bidder .wishes to play with hearts 
as trumps, I believe that two hearts should 
be bid at once. The bid has the further ad- 
vantage that if the left hand player over- 
bids with two at no trump, a heart would al- 
most certainly be led when the original! bid 
was two, while the leader would be justified 
in opening a fair suit in his hand, rather 
than going to a bid of one pn the part of his 
partner. 

In illustrative deal No. 3 in Mr. Elwell’s 
book the dealer held the following cards: 
Hearts—ace, jack, ten, seven, three, two; 
clubs—six, two; diamonds—ace, four, three: 
spades, nine, four. . 

Differs with Elwell’s Bid. 

From this hand mr. Elwell made an orl 

inal bid of one heart. This gave the ened 


the final result of the deal was the play of a 
no-trump hand on the part of the fourth 
player, whe won ten tricks and the gare.

Chicago. for years has been a nationa} cen- 
ter for the production of the medical college 
graduate. Four of its schools are in the “A” 
class school as defined by the Journal of the 
American Medical society.. The Journal] hes 
clagsified an even Gozen of these schools in 
Chicago which are “acceptable schools of 
classes A, B, and C. The College df Physi- 
clans and Surgeons and Rush Medical col- 
lege, associated with the University of Chi- 
cago, may be taken as two representative 
schoole in the matter of matriculants, year 
after year. 

Each of these. schools of allopathy has been 
showing marked reductions in the number of 
lis students in these last ten years. It bas 


been much more markef in Rush college than — 


in the College of Physicians and Surgeons, as 
will be seen by the figures given the other day 
by John M. Dedsgon, dean of Rush. In 1002 
Rush Medical college had 1,154 students; at 
the present time the school‘has only 584 stu- 
dents, due to the fuller requirements of the 
student before he can be admitted. The tab- 
ulations of ten years for Rush and for the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons follow:

What is the position of the young doctor 
in Chicago, his diploma framed and his Ii-

Dr. W. A. Evans, commissioner of health 
and tér.twenty years in touch with the medl- 
cal profeesion. of Chicago, says that fun- 
dreds of physicians in Chicago are virtually 
without means to support their families. For 


years Dr. Evans has been remarking the 
overplus of physiciane-turned out every year 
by the medical colleges of the country, re- 
gardless of the standing of the schools and

“Ringert”* in the Profession.

Causes for Their Deerease. 


“Within the last six or eight years the 
matricuiants tn the medica) schools have been 
dropping in numbers. This has been cred- 
ited largely to the higher qualifications ex- 
acted of the applicant in the échool But no 
gmall element contributing to this falling off 
of students in the medical schools is the fact 
that observation of the careers of young Goc- 
tors hae been discouraging.” , 

Dr. Evans has a suggestion beyond the 
cutting down of medical graduates of the 
schools. In brief, it designeg not only to 
trip up the earnest practitioner newly fledged, 
but to weed out the old “ ringers” and in- 
competents by means of a limited licepse. 

“In the army and in the bavy,” said Dr. 
Evans, “ the doctor submits to examinations 
at stated intervals. It isn’t sufficient that 
he passes 4 first and fina! examination as to 
competency; he is examined for the purpose 
of discovering whether he is still fitted and 

with the science of medicine and 
surgery. If the pien were adopted by the 
states, either many physicians would fall out 
of ranks, or they would be forced to the 
necessity of keeping ft.” 

One other idea of the doctor is a national 
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Total medical colleges in the United 
States, 133. 

Numerical decrease in students in all 
the medica! colleges of the country from 
the highest number (27,615) in 1903, to the 
minimum attendance (21,5626) in 1910, is 
6,089. 

About 20 per cent of the matriculants in 
these colleges were gracuated in the es- 
tablished four year course. 

The record of graduations was in 1904, 
when 5,747 new physicians were turned 
loose on the public. For the year 1910 the 
total graduates of all the schoole were 
4,486, or 1,311 fewer doctors provided with 
diplomas.

It jg @ well known fact that some of our 
oat @ifiinent physicians and surgeons have 
to be carried from the amphitheater et 
hospitals where they attended clinics, the 
sight of blood causing them to faint. 
80 often we hear when a coyrse in medicine 
is proposed to the young man the remark 
that ‘he does not wish to become @ butcher. 


' This is rather severe on the practicing sur- 


geohs and while it does not need expiana- 


~ ton 'T might state that the specialist does not 


grow calloused or stony hearted, but, on the 
contrary, the longer he continues in the pro- 
fession the more softened and mellow he be- 
comes. I have heard surgeons tell with 
tears in their eyes of sad cases in which they 
rendered professional service. 

Primarily a young. man who wishes to be- 
come a surgeon must be a student and he 
must have a retentive mind. 

Patience, courage, kindness, sobriety, con- 
servatism, and above all confidence and abi!- 
ity are the main characteristics. One must 
first acquire a general education, the college 
graduate being particularly fitted to under- 
take a course in medicine. Entering a well 
recognized and reputable medical college he 
becomes an embryonic doctor. Me must 
cultivate a professional beathg and at the 
same time feel that he is devoted to his work. 
A diploma does not qualify him to undertake 
the work of surgery. It is first necessary that 
he should receive from. three to four years in 
the ate medicine, and if he has ad- 
vanced su entiy he may be considered 
competent and better adapted to undertake 
the specialty of surgery. 

x * 
Long Apprenticeship in Europe. 

One of the most important steps then is 
to become associated with a master surgeon 
and he should devote at least three consecu- 
tive years under his guidance and tutor- 
ship. 

American principles differ from those in 
vogue im BDurope in this respect, the practice 
in many continental countries requiring 
longer experience before one is recognized as 
fit to purste the specialty. The aspiring 
surgeon must serve as an assistant for not 
less than seven years with some professor 
of surgery, after which be may strive for a 
professorship or to be chief of a surgical 
clinic.. 

Therefore it may readily be seen that « 
young man ip order to become a surgeon 
must have a faculty and desire for hard 
work. To achieve success in surgery it is 
necessary to devote Yours to study and prac- 
tice and one must be quick to grasp the les- 
gone taught by each succeeding case and to 
profit by the knowledge to be derived. 

Im regard to the compehsation of « sur- 
geon, there is no profession that brings 
quicker an@ more remunerative financiai re- 
turne after one has established a practice 
and becomes recognized for his ability and 
work. It & then that the surgeon reaps 
the harvest for his hard work, long hours of 
study and etruggies of student days, for the 
income is sufficient and generally of such 
volume as to permit of an independent ex- 
istence. 

There will always be something new for 
development tm medicine and surgery. We 
trace the erigin of real science and art of 
medicine back to thirty years, before which

The almost universal telephone is the 

means of communicating with the doctor in 
a hurry call. Fifteen yearsago a doctor who 
drove eight miles to see a patient, taking 
three, hours for the round trip, found such 
a call unprofitable. He might have lost 
three fees that came to his office while he 
was gone. : 
Today the eight miles and return may be 
made in thirty minutes or less. The hand- 
some automobile in front of the patient's 
door attracts attention and questions. With 
the physician's Red Crosse protection on his 
car, he may scorn the speed limits and bring 
his car swirling in a cloud of dust'to a dra- 
matic stand in front of the house. The case 
may be of the simplest, but the car is there 
and the advertisement of the distant doctor 
is clinched for the neighborhood.

In Chicago and other of the langer cities, 
where even the neighborhood doctor doesn’t 
want to feel the prescribed, provincial lines 
of practice, the “Gowntown”™ office is a 
méans to a larger practice. He may share 
his Office with six or eight others in two 
hour shifts each day. He may not have a 
dollar invested in the office equipment, and 
the rental, split up with his fellows, is light. 

But on his professional card the notice of 
his office address downtown in some well 
known building, his office hours there, and 
the fact that he drives hie six cylinder car 
without speed limit constitute en advertise- 
ment which the new physician making $600 
a year can’t approach. 

To begin with, the new physician is young 
~which is against him. He is suspected of 
having a Umited practice—which is true and 
which was true of every other young doctor 
who ever got old in the profession. Just as 
the present old and successful practitioner 
lived these things down, so the new doctor 
may—in time. But it will be a far longer 
time than ever before has been required of 
the young doctor. It will require more 
money than was required when old Dr. Jones 
began practice. And in the meantime many 
states are limiting by statute just what the 
fee of the physician shall be.

VER on the Chicago north shore at 
Glencoe,. somebody built. a  “ bird 
cage” house in 1908 and at the 

fF present time it is the home of C, A. 

* Dresser of Chicago. The title “ bird 
cage’’ was bestowed by citizens of Glen- 
coe who watched the construction of the 
residence from the time the basement sills 
were laid of four inch steel] tubing up to 
the time that, save for window and door 
spaces, the building became an actual stee) 
cage, capable of holding any bird larger 
than a green. head mallard from the swamps 
of the Sangamon river. 

“ Ah,” remarked the Sunday visitor, leok- 

ing over the town with hig resident friend 
“you seém to be building an aviary out 
here. Aren't you too close to Lincoln park 
zoo to need it?’’ 
' ‘Then the Glencoe resident burst out laugh- 
ing and told the friénd that somebody was 
putting up that “ bird cage’ residence in 
which to live in spring, summer, fall, and 
winter, probabl? as a fresh ats pourecs with 
the sleeping bag habit. 

About that time, however, a lot of con- 
crete workers with expanded meta] lath 
supplies came to town and went to mixing 
and splattering concrete all over the bird 
cage outside and over the bird cage’ par- 
titions inside until today the bird cage resi- 
dence of C, A. Dresser is one of the most 
substantial looking concrete residences in 
all Glencoe.

First Experiment of Kind. 


It is quite possible that residents of Glen- 
coe had reasons for laughing at the bird 
cage house. First, it-wasg the first experi- 
ment of the kind and some mistakes were 
made all along the line, from the steel 
trust filling the first order from the archi- 
tect; all of which, secondly, made the bird 
cage residence cost a good deal‘of money. 

Today, Architect S. L./ Modeé is point- 
ing toa series of oll houses and shop build- 
ings for the Continental works, National 
Tube company, at Pittsburg as the fore- 
runners of a form of residence and small 
building construction, which will make the 
timber supports, joists, and studdies of the 
ordinary concrete building appear silly in- 
side of five or ten years. 

“In all fact and both literally and ma- 
terfally, we're filling a gap in residence and 
#mall building construction doubly full,’’ he 
says. “ Within certain prescribed territory 
in every city we find the ‘fire limits’ in 
which no great office building or manufac- 
tory shall be erected without being fire- 
proof or partiallf so, according to the or- 
dinances. In the beginnifig stone was used’, 
later came the steel skeleton and the tiling; 
now reinforced concrete is the thing. 

“But no matter what the construction 
of the greater buildings in the city’s fire 
limits, the making of a building fire proof 
has cost immensely more because of the re- 
quirements of the ordinagces. In the new

Bird Cage eds for Sure. 

Tt will be a “ bird cage” house, however. 
it will be manufactured and cut and framed

Here ie orie corner of foundation tubing,

Thus each ‘tube fs of reinforced concrete—a 
forni of reinforcement which is impossible in 
-the larger work of the reinforced peain or 
column used in the modern skyscraper. To 
bend or break even the hollow steel tube 
requires tremendous stress; with its core of 
hardened concrete the task is almost im- 
possible. 

With the basement silis and columns up, the 
tube beams are used in the same manner, 
following the line of the walls and the parti- 
tSons where the weight of the-compieted 
.building is to rest. -Each tube connection is 
made fast by the bolted angle tron, the bolts 
av varying angles in order to , distribute 
strains and stress that may come upon the 
joints, This first floor tube skeleton of four 
inch beams is compa-atively a floor map of 
the partitions into which the floor space is 
to be cub. 
* 
Steel Tubes House's Outline. . 
The same placing and bolting of beams and 

columns outline the second floor plans, and 
from the beam outline at the oiling level on

the second floor the same concrete filled tubes 
rise at'a roof angle to be made fast to the 
steel “ridgepole ’ of the roof. In this condi- 
tion the house form is outlined in steel tubes 
tc the last line of its exterior form. Treating 
the roof of a porch, an arched tube outlines 
the bottom of its eaves, or it may be straight— 
the structural portion of the whole building 
lending itself to any treatment which the 
architect may desire. 

You have the “ framework.” of your house 
up, only that {ts outlines are of tubular 
steel, full of concrete composed of cement 
and sand. Ima long reach. of. beam a truss 
support is put in. place.. Then the bird cage 
develops. 

This begins with the fastening of one end 
of an annealed steel. wire, No. O, to the 
tubular foundation at ome corner of the 
buliding. With. a machine'for the purpose, 
this five-sixteenths inch wire is brought up. 
threaded between floor beams over the attic 
beam and down again under strong tension. 
The.average width of this. mesh is eight 
inches, vertically, and when the vertical 
wires are strung and fastened a cross line 
begins horizontally around the. tubular 
columns, inclosing the whole form of the 
house with rectangular wire meshes averag- 
ing eight inches square. 

In this winding process the wire is looped 
around each of the tubular beams asit passes 
up and looped again in passing down. Here 
tne chief attainment of the suspension sys- 
tem is attained. es 

* 
How Weight Is Distributed. 


First, each wall and ceiling portion for each 
floor carries its concrete weight independent- 
ly. The tubular bridge construction of the 
house must bear the total weight on the base- 
ment sills. But aS for the walls and parti- 
tions, each floor section of wire mesh and 


concrete virtually is hanging suspended from 


the beam above. 

Second and best of the construction, in the 
wiring of beams and columns an air space 
approximately three inches wide is left be- 
tween the outer and inner sides of the walls, 
as it is between partitions and the floors and 
ccliings. This dead air space long has been 
recognized as one of the best of noncon- 
€uctors of heat and cold, of wet and dry, and 
aiso approaches a soundproof construction. 

When the heavy wire mesh has beeh wound 
in .GQuble Hnes throughout the building it is 
ready for concrete workers. The first essen- 
tiai to this is to fasten inside the outer wall 
wires to the expanded metal jath which is 
latgely used in place of the wooden lati in 
any concrete coated house. On the inner 
avall of wire the meta! lath sheets also are 
muade fast to the inside of the wires. The 
purpose of the lathing is not for metallic 
stiéngthening bot as a surface to which the 
cement and #and concrete may cling by the 
plaster ‘“clinch,’’ which is necessary in all 
kinds of first coat plaster.

Wire Becomes Rust Proof. 
With the lathing inside the outer wire 
meshes, the lath “clinch” Inside insures 
that the wire in suspension and at piano 
wire tension will, be fully covered, and in 
the center of the inch and a half of concrete 
spread from the outside. The wire becomes 
rustproof, and the relation of the outer mesh 
to, the outer coat of concrete leaves the wires 
in the most approved pusition of the steel in 
a reinforced steel beam. With the expanded. 
stee] lathing on the inner side of the inside’ 
‘mesh, the concrete wall coating leaves the 
best of surfaces upon which to spread the 
finishing plaster.; 


Each partition is strung and treated in

To come down to “terra &rma’’—for there 
we must ultimately alight—is it pa'sible that 
women’s clubs have anything to & with the 
disappearance of polite ideals? Has the sub- 
tle influence of the smoking room, with its 
“ laissez-faire " atmosphere and abrogation 
of once reverericed etiquette, tended to mini- 
mize those Httle courtesies which were once 
the hallmark of high breeding, and are now 
respected lHke old coins, valued for their an- 
tiquarian interest—but not current?

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To begin with it is a good idea to elevate 
the trunk before beginning to fill it. This 
may be done by putting it on two old chairs 
or stools, and it saves backaches and tired- 
ness and facilitates the work. If you haven’t 
a goodly supply of tissue paper in the house 
invest in several quires which may be haA 
for 10 or 15 cents in any of the department 
stores, for the use of paper is an important 
factor in keeping gowns fresh and un- 
wrinkled. Then have ready a supply of large 
pins and tapes and either bags or old squares 
of materia) in which to wrap shoes, rubbers, 
er other articles which might soll the cloth- 
ing. 

Put into the bottom of the trunk things 
which will not be injured if-mussed. Here 
may g0 underwear, shoes, and stockings, 
and remember to fill the shoes and fancy 
slippers with tissue paper in order that they 
may not be pressed out of shape. If you 
are cramped for room it is a good idea to 
put your stockings inside of your shoes. On 
top of the underwear, which is laid as flat as 
possible, place your heavier tallormade suit 
and above that the long coat that you may 
take to wear over light gowns or in the 
evening for automobiling. 


Now take your dress skirts or your one- 
piece gowns. Fold the skirts lengthwise 
twice, or into the creases they would fa!! if 
worn. Learning to fold is an important part 
of packing and it must be done as fiat as pos- 
sible. A skirt should never have a front fold. 
the way to avoid this is to stretch the skirt 
out straight on the bed or floor and make a 
kind of box plait of the front. Then hold 
the back seam tight from waist to hem, and 
settle the remaining widths in plastic lines, 
placing layers of tissue paper ~ een the 
folds,

How to Pack Waists. 


In packing the waists place the sleeves 
flat, and im order that they may not be 
crushed stuff them well with tissue paper. 
Stuff the paper into the yoke and collar part 
of the waist and also intoany outstanding bit 
of trimming... Even the little bows should 
have tisue paper stuffed into them. A waist 
thus stuffed will never be absolutely flattened 
no matter how great a weight it sustains, 
and so willbe fresh at the journey’s end. 

It is also a wise precaution to pin the folds 
of a gown together so that the paper may not 
slip. Many travelers keep cheesecloth bags 
to cover their gowns with when packing, that 
the dust that might sift into the trunk may 
not get on them. 

If you wish to take especial care of any 
gowns, such as filmsy chiffon evening 
dresses. wrap them entirely In tissue paper 
after having stuffed them and folded them 
well. Then lay them in the top tray of the 
trunk. 

As many trunks have only one tray, tapes 
should be fastened to the trunk, three to the 
front inside and three directly opposite. The 
tapes may be simply tacked, or what is better 
yet, run through small screw eyes. Stretch 
the tapes across the trunk close to the gar- 
ments already packed In order to insure them 
keeping in place, for firmness !s absolutely 
necessary to preserve gowns in good.condi-

Line across the fronts to the arm 
holes an@ down to the under arm, then 
straight down the double breasted part with 
a fine quality of tailors’ canvas. This should 
be stitched in with the seams, then the canvas 
is cut away close'to the seams before they 
are pressed open.

The bottom of the coat Is 
finished and the lining set in just the same 
as on a@ grown person's garment.

VERY year in Chicago 3,000 to 4,000 married 
men and women get into family difficulties 
sufficiently serious to end in separations and 
divorces. ge - 
Judge Charles Goodnow said recently in 
considering the court of domestic relations plan that 
the city has at least 1,500 cases of wife desertion 
annually. 

The astonishing growth of this form of home- 
breaking appears to be general and fairly evenly pro- 
portioned in all sections. . 

Yearly the ratio grows higher. 

The appended article on the subject attempts to 
give, somewhat intimately, an explanation of the 
impulse that makes men leave home.

Desertion Rapidly Growing Tendency. 

Even ff figures cannot be arrived at with any satis- 
faction, it is known too well among judges, however, 
that desertion is a common and a rapidly growing tend- 
ency on the part of men. There are those harrowing 
stcries about the much toved bride who has later grown 
a little stout and whose husband began deceiving her 
about the amount of his income. He said he made only 
$25 a month when she discovered that he had seven 
thousand a year and he was maintaining a beautiful 
apartment on the exact spot of their honeymoon, car- 
peted in rich rugs, while his wife was pawning the fur- 
niture for food and was waiting up night after night 
for the man who returned. only occasionally, and then 
after “the first gray light of: dawning filled the east.” 
Atl he told her in no unmistakable words that he 
would come no more.. Those stories are common— 
rather more common than they were, so the judges seem 
to agree, looking back over the situation and shaking 
thelr heads gravely. 

Why they are, only one sufficient cause seems to be 
advanced. The laws make it only a misdemeanor to 
desert a wife, and they ought to make it a crime. Three 
judges have expressed themselves as believing that such 
would aad to the sum total] of wedded happiness. Often 
when the wandering ones are violently or otherwise 
restored to their families they are so much happier than 
when they were wandering adrift. . 

At present a man cannot be brought back from an- 
other state except at the expense of the individuals who 
wish to do eo; the state takes no part in the transac- 


tion. A man can only be made to contribute to the sup- 
port of his wifé; hescannot be made to live with her, and 
it has been gravely said that if this matter were regu- 
lated’ by: the la*s and a m-» be ‘compelled to 
Hive with his wife or show sufficient reason why he 
should not the marriage relationship would improve.

that time when men considered only their duty and 
never their pleasure. At least men today—-and this 
does not exclude the women from the statement—regard 
their pleasure and .not their duty. There is a revolt 
against responsibility; a terrific objection to taking it in 
the. first place and a demand of aji of the mental and 
moral forces @f one’s being to throw them off, like a 
fever, when they have been acquired. The woman at 
the head of the bureau of statistics in the United Char- 
ities, the attorneys, and the judges on the bench All say 
this same thing. There is a demand of our inner na- 
tures to walk away from our shackles and our obliga-- 
tions and to be free. 

Among the well to do it is manifested in the ever 
increasing divorce lists; among the poor it is shown in 
that sudden climb in the percentage of desertions.

Good Intentions Often Pave Road. 


Another reason why exact figures can never be 
reached is because among the poor there its often no way 
of telling definitely whether a man has actually and 
intentionally deserted or has drifted away. He leaves 
home to search for work. He means to send for his 
family. He finds the work. He begins to save for rail- 
road fare—he gets so little, it takes so long. and the 
evenings offer such alluring recreations. It is such a 
pleasure to go around as a free, unshacklied man. How 
much younger he feels and is considered! He never has 
written letters and he never gets a line to touch his 
heart with the narration of how cunning the baby is 
getting to be.

A few years ago the metropolis of Nevada was a 
clump of board shanties, thrown together in haste as a 
temporary shelter against the winter weather. The 
Sierra Nevadas constituted the sky line, and groups of 
greasy Indians mixed with miners and a few cowboys

tance. Then Reno developed the Monte Carlo instinct 
and set up an assortment of tinseled gambling houses. 

All along Reno had the most accommodating divorce 
laws one could conceive of, but no one ever discovered it. 
South Dakota had not yet discovered that it had a con- 
science tucked away in the folds of its garments, and, 
with the enormous reventle that Reno derived from its 
liquor and gaming licenses and the wealth which its den- 
izens reaped from the easterner hunting “color,” the 
town was able to lay streets, build public edifices, and 
install improvements which the average mining settle- 
ment of 20,000 living in modesty and virtue would have 
blushed to have undertaken. 

Then, tn 1909, the east staggered under Dakota’s cruel 
Dlow.

Gambling the First to Go. 

The gambling houses were closed, first to; women, be- 
cause one woman lost her fortune and then cast a stigma 
on the sportsmanship of her sex by taking laudanum, 
and later to the men. Monte Carlo was forced to move 
more than two miles out of the city and a damper was. 
cast upon the pastime. However, the constant tide of 
fashionable folk who swarmed into the town on every 
trains Was regarded as a compensation for the loss to 
the municipality. 

Women in silks and men in flannels lounged about the 
hotel porches where disconsolate Indians and rollicking 
miners disported themselves a short time before. Reno 
boasted as many as 600 residents whose names could 
be found in the biue books of their respective home 
towns. The city fathers looked at the mountains about 
the town ruminated upon the merits of the hot baths, 
and told themselves that Reno had natural charms that 
would retain many of the wealthy folk from the east 
and bring others back in successive years to breathe the 
pure air of the high altitudes and regale themselves in 
tramps to mining camps and other unique attractions 
within easy range of the town. 

Little did they know of the temperament of the ur- 
banite. The exiles were squirming in their chairs, grum- 
bling to each other that they were spending the longest 
six months they had ever put in. They longed for the 
twenty story sky line, for the café lights and the rattle 
of the L. The gaming houses had constituted a diver- 
sion. Now there was nothing but staring miners, card 
playing Indians, and an occasional cowboy in real 
“chaps,” carrying a real gun.

New Yorkers the Big Spenders. | 

The people who spent most money in Reno naturally 
came from New York. Any one who came from Broad- 
way seeking solace was certain to find sympathy and 
welcome among the hale and hearty citizens of the one 
time mining town. One of the conveniences of the 
Nevada code is that one party and one only is forced to 
reside six months in the state before he or she can 
apply for a divorce. The “residence” of the couple is 
not interpreted as the last place where they live to- 
gether, but the last place where either one of them 
chooses to abide. 

Now Judge Whitney of the New ‘York Supreme court 
dealt the divorce traffic of Reno a severe blow when he 
decided in the case of Mrs. George Catlin’s divorce that 
such divorces obtained by the residence of the woman 
alone in Reno were entirely invalid in the state of New 
York. This decision nullified scores of divorces in the 
state, and as many marriages were no longer legal, 
“What ts the use of going to Reno for a divorce that is 
of no use at home?” inquired the prospective New York 
divorcees, and the second blow had been dealt. 

Ana now Reno itself, inspired by a unique sense of 
propriety—unique in the Reno of the good old times— 
has decided to tack an extra thirty"days on the six 
months of exile, permitting no one to remarry OF other- 
wise take advantage of the freedom granted them until 
@ month after the judicial decree has been handed mesoaie 
To insure the observance of this rule the judges w 
not.sign the papers at the time the divorce iz eg ee 
but will withhold their official seals and signatures un 
the expiration of the thirty days.

general publicity. Most singular, perhaps, is the fact 
that any such report should have been written. ijl 
that it contained was so thoroughly patent, so widely 
and well known, so free from any possibility of se- 
erecy that every one with the slightest inclination to 
the study of military matters knew much more than 
the reptdrt contained. 

Why any government official should wish to put on 
paper a string of simple mathematical or logical @e- 
ductions which any private soldier can compute with 
reasonable accuracy over a cigaret, which ¢verfy 
fcreign gevernment has always known and acquired 
without spying or effort, passes understanding. The 
only reasonable deduction is that somebody wanted the 
general public te know.

Old Plea of Country's Seclusion, 
The same public probably is fitfully interested. Gen- 
erally, however, the attitude is that America's seclu- 
sion from the other world powers makes it secure,

The average American is proud of hia nation’s navy 
and generally desires it te be as good as any on earth, 
Toward the army he feels more conservatively. One of 
the tenets of Ameriean Wberty appears to be that « 
large army is a menace to the carrying out of the 
popular will, or would be were powers repellent to the 
people to eéme in charge ef the machinery of govern- 


‘ment. In Europe all this is different. Great standing 


armies are popular and necessary—the public mind con- 
cedes this. Americans more or less rightfully feel that 
this is in no measure true here¢. 

‘lAus the object of this article is not to promote the 
idea that war impends. Personally I do not believe that 
great danger of hostility existe, My idea is rather to 
portray conditions as they would be in case of war 
with some hypothetical enemy, 

The average American would say at the outset that 
America probably would be the sufferer for the first two 
years of war, in case anything might happen te the 
navy allowing a foreign foe to land troops on United 
States soll. Me will cencede that Japan would get 
the Philippines, in ease that nation were to be the 
enemy. 

“ But,” he will say, “American resources of men and 
money and munitiona are such that, after not more 
than two years of confilet, any other foe would be in 
straits and thus be defeated in the end.” The idea is 
that reliance ig placed in our ability te “seeme back” 
after taking a Heating for a year or two, Thies is a fine 
form of patriotic optimism. Let us seé how much truth 
the theory contains.

But, you will say, what nation could accomplish such 
things as I suppose? What nation could erueh our 
regular army and national guard at the firat engage 
ments; and what nation everrun. our country and keep 
us from organizing for real warfare? The answer is 
to be found in Secretary Dickinson's or Gen. Wood's 
report.

War Now a Precise. Science. 


The point is that war has become one of the most 
precise of sciences wherein the fullest knowledge of 
topography, the best scouting, and the clearest mathe- 
matic deductions invariably must Win, A 4 foot 100 
pound Japanese is as good a soldier as the 200 pound 
German or American. His rifle shoots just ag hard 
and well; his shells carry just as far and kill just as 
many. He is even better, since he is a smaller target 
and eats less, requiring a smaller army in the train. 

The personal equation has been almost eliminated 
save in the matter of officers, where it has been tre- 
mendously exalted. The modern army is a machine, 
nothing more. With proper care and intelligenf diree- 
tion it will do more than other machines and it will 
eventually turn out a victory. Otherwige it only de- 
etroys itself. 

And here we come to the essentials: Bven in our civil 
war, when the sciénce of battle was still little de- 
veloped, the nation paid a frightful price to unpre- 
paredness in the slaughter of untrained troops. Un- 
questionably it was a war that could not end until one 
side or the other had received the coup de grace, but 
thie final blow would have been dealt with half the .toll 
of human Hfe had either side possessed soldiers—not 
merely men. | 
' Today conditions are a hundredfold worse. The un- 
trained soldier is an i tncumbrance. He cannot be 
trained in less than six: months. Possibly in three

Trained Officers an Imperative Need. 


But, even essential as it is to Have trained soldiers 
for modern war, it is a désen times more imperative 
te have trained officers. The American does the phys- 
foal part of soldiering fairly naturally, Most Amer- 
jeans can shoot @ little or learn readily to handle 
Weapons, but it takes long study and experience to 
train a real officer. You would not think of safling a

Technical Training of the Best. 

The West Point education is one of the best technical 
trainings in the country today, yet it is not confined 
alone to technical branches. The school system has 
moreover considerable advantage in the matter of char- 
acter and body bullding. The course could be so modi- 
fied or enlarged as to give the young man entering it 
full preparation for any technical civil pursuit. 

Were this plan adopted the nation would not alone 
fortify itself with a large force of competent officers, 
but it would do away with the necessity of a great 
standing army and, still more utilitarian, it would give 
to a great number of young men an education which 
their means would not otherwise provide. It would 
make college men of thousands who otherwise would 
never see these institutions, I am not certain Sut that 
entrance should be limited to poor young men, Thus 
the nation would have officers in return for educations, 
and its young men educations in return for three years” 
service in the army, end whatever consequent service 
might be demanded of them by regulation or conditions.

American Vessels Studied in Detail. 


It is supposed that foreigners as a rule are not 
particularly wel} posted on American matters, but this 
instance certainly was a brilliant exception. The 
American vessels were described in the minutest de- 
tail; not only was the armament of the chief batteries 
and guns given, but the strength of the secondary ones, 
both as to caliber and ammunition, was included, fig- 
ures being furnished giving millimeter dimensions. 

The new masts of a curiously complicated construc- 
tion came in for the most attention, The French navel 
writers call them miniature Eiffel towers and question 
their advantage in actual war. “While most nations,’ 
says one writer, “have abandoned the hollow masta 
with their interior staircase and smali aeria} batteries, 
now judged insufficient against torpedo boats, and sup- 
planted them by ordinary masts used for wireless 
telegraphy, for semaphore or flag signals, the Americans 
have introduced a curious arrangement of bizarre look- 
ing towers, or rather veritable entanglements made of 
steel wire. 

“These towers are 146 feet high and are provided 
with @ platform or sort of observatory, from which 
the firing is d@irected by an officer who from thie point 
of vantage has an admirable opportunity to judge dis- 
tance and effect of fire. It is claimed that these masts 
are invulnerable, and even if a number of strands are 
carried away they will not fall. This is a disputable 
point.

Dangers of the “ Eiffel Tower,” 


' “There ig grave danger that should but « 

this steel network fall during action it ha Br yoy 
battery or the funnels with its meshes. Te have a 
battery put out of commission only for «a few minutes 
during an engagement may spell disaster. If by any 
accident one of these small Biffel towers should col 
lapse it would endanger the entire ship on account of 
the impossibility of removing the débris as quickly as 
that of the simple mast. Still; this remains to be 
proved; under present conditions these masts are reall? 
picturesque but must entail an enormous amount of 
work ts be kept In trim.” 

Another writer questions the benefit of these “ use- 
less pleasure trips covering thousands of miles.7~ He 
says: “One may ask in all justice of what practical 
advantage these are either to the crew or officers. 
Any one knows that the fighting qualities of a warship 
necessarily suffer, the whole structure being weakened 
from the strain of such long cruises. The torpedo and 
firing drills, so vital to a navy and which ought to be 
almost incessant, cannot be so thorough or «o frequent 
under these cireumstances, Besides, the expense of 
coal consumption is something astounding. 

“The average consumption of coal when a battleship 
is at anchor is about seven tons per day; this allows 
for steam launches, kitchens, electricity, etc. Putting 
the average price at $9 per ton makes this a daily 
item of $63. Steaming under ordinary pressure, called

ROBABLY your everyday notion of noth 
ing exciting is the taking of photo- 
graphs. Even were hunting with the 
camera suggested the ordinary city mor- 
tal undoubtedly would sniff'a HUttle at 
the bloodlessness of it all. But that’s 
why he’s an ordinary mortal. Mode 
Wineman of the University of Chicago, 

who long ago made a wide reputation for himself 
through his remarkable western scenic and. natural- 
istic photographs, has a different story to teach. If 
you get a chance to listen to Mr. Wineman a few min- 
utes you will be readily convinced that about the worst 
thing possible for a man afraid of peril is the taking 
of such photographs as Mr. Wineman is sa ang at 
Thurber’s in Chicago. 

For instance, here's a little example of what was un-

Falis, now in the possession of former President 
Roosevelt:

Adventure of Nature Photographer. 


Mr. Wineman had tramped twenty-three miles from 
Mammoth Hot Springs that day. The sound of rush- 
ing water attracted him down the steep slope of a 
cafion. As he was making the descent his cameras 
shifted on his back and he lost his balance, tumbling 
and sliding down the face of the cliffs, A jab in the 
side from the swinging cameras caused him to clutch. 
Lackily he caught the branch of a tough shrub and 
caught a footing a moment later. In front of him 
was the wonderful view of the falls he took. He struzg- 
gied to set up his tripod, and finally snapped the cam- 
era just as he heard a grow) behind him. Glancing 
back he stared into a pair of great burning eyes in a 
cavern. He let loose and struggled to the bottom of 
the gorge at the foot of the falls. The photographer 
had disturbed a grizzly in hibernation. 

As Mr. Wineman suggests, the art of the thing is 
the propulsion. The pictures are all purposive, full of 
meaning and teaching. To the artist the danger is a 
little thing when the result is borne in mind He 
ewings himself from crags, goes down under the wing 
of the waterfall, or looks the ugly grizzly in the eye if 
the picture justifies it. By just such fearlessness Mr. 
Wineman has readily earned the reputation‘ of making 
the world’s finest nature photographs. They have been 
exhibited in Chicago annually for some time. None is 
ever sold, the originals being given to those their cre- 
ator believes interested.

SCULPTOR OF THE GODS-PAST TWILIGHT. 


= | 
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INAR JONSSON enjoys the rare distinc- 
tion of being, not alone the only sculptor 
his land has produced But he has won 
fame as an artist of exceptional merit, 

- and who, if he follows the lines his later 
work indicates, will be known as one of 
the old world’s most famous men. 

Iceland, vapor veited region of eternal 
snow and: flame flashing moyntains—weird island, 
where still Hive the shadowy myths, cradle of the 
mystic sagas of old, and home of the dread Jétuns; 
this is the birthplace of the young sculptor. The child- 
hood and youth of EBinkr Jonsson, as told by himself 
with frank simplicity tinged by a reflective sadness, 
show what intense impression the environment makes 
upon a sensitive mind, be it but that of a child. And 
how these impressions, even though lost for a time in 
the glamour of tae new, never dreamed of conditions, 
come back with a Nving,intensity. when the artificial 
luster of a: werld which proved but a yain dream h:s 
lost its novelty. | 

His parents were sturdy peasant folk, who, though 
far from rich, always were independent, while never 
ceasing to labor. The small farmhouse in which Hin. r 


Jonsson Was born in 1874 stands in one of the most 


picturesque wild valleys of Iceland. In the immediate 
vicinity is a famous gigantic geyser, surrounded by a 
number of smaller ones; in the distance to the north 
thunders a cataract hurled down the crags Of an ex- 
tinct voleano, the snow capped crater of which mir- 
rors itself in the fjord below.

Called the Dreamer in Y outh. 


Young Binar tended sheep, drove the wild ponies, 
helped in haying with the other children, but was 
called the dreamer because he always spoke of giants, 
elves, and G@warfs, and incessantly drew queer pictures 
on any scrap of paper that might come his way; or 
cul qg<uajint shapes out of the porous lava biocks. Dur- 
ing the long, weary evenings in this polar region he 
was ever called upon to recourt the mystic sagas so 
full of encounters between the feared gigantic Jétuns. 
who live in the depth of the mountains, ‘with the god 
Ther, who vainly hurls his hammer MjSiner in the 
hope to crush them forever. | 

Thus passed the earlier years,.then came the time 
to choose a vocation In life. The boy was insistent 
that he wanted te bé an artist; his father, kind but 
firm, called his ¢on’s ideas “Kak;” which, in Icelandic 
means useless humbug, and decided that his son should 
be a minister. The son obeyed his father, and a well 
known itinerant archeologist, Brynjelfar Jonsson, was 
his first instruétor. Afterward he was sent to the 
Reykjavik gymnasia. . 

But his progress was mediocre. His thoughts were 
not on religion of philosophy; they were centered on 
the ancient pagan mrythology of his forefatners, on the 
sinister, threatening, snow covered Hekla and the roar- 
ing phenomenon of the mighty geysers. Help came at 
last. A worthy pastor and his wife both secretly sym- 
pathising with the young non-progressive theological 


_ student raised a sufficient fund and with the reluctant 


consent of his father sent the now 18 year old Eimar 
rejoicing te bé#in his artistic career in Copenhagen. 
Here he entered the studio of the celebrated Norwe- 
gian sculptor, Stephan Sinding, with whom he re- 
mained two years. He also attended the Academy of 


Fine Arts and was also a pupil of Profs. Bissen and 
Stein. He startied his masters . well as the pubiic 
by completing his first great sculptural group shortly 
after finishing his studies. 

This group, “The Outcast,” while lacking in scwip- 
tural times, is perhaps the most forceful the young 
artist has produced. Almost savage in its intensity. 
there is in it a poignant suffering and tenderness 
which to one acquainted with the ancient Icelandic 
lore need wo explanation. The vivid imagination of 
the people populates. even today the vast deserts of 
lava beds and crags with beings who, from having 
erred aghinst some puritanical conventionality, are 
doomed ever to wander hither ard thither in fear of 
their fellow man. 

Heré the sculptor has depicted a man,who has been 
followed in his banishment by the woman who sought 
his teve for which she sacrificed all; she dies, and ready 
io offer. ali, even his life and freedom, he carries her 
eorpeé where, to fulfil) her wish, she may rest in ¢on- 
secrated ground. The group is noteworthy from the 
peculiar sympathetic atmosphere it at once creates.

The intense anxiety mingled with suspicious unrest o1 
the man with his sorrowful burden, the loving ten- 
derness of the little child and the chaéracteristic atti- 
tude of the dog are blendéd in a powerful ensemble. 

This group was bought and presented to the people 
of Iceland, who acclaimed it and the alting voted the 
artist a sufficient sum for the pursuit of art studies at 
such art centers as he might choose. His work shows 
an influence from the study of the antique which man- 
ifests itself in a keener appreciation of pure Nnes. His 
statue of the king of Denmark and other work which 
may be designated as official were not so ecceptabie. 

When Einar Jonsson treats the themes of his native 
land he has an imagination and force to express hix 
ideas which are enjoyed by few sculptors of today. In 
one of his best works he has embodied one of the ear- 
liest of ancient legends of northern mythology tn 4 ' 
strikingly remarkable manner. The monstrous, power- 
ful beings known in the sagas as Jétuns, in const@nt 
warfare with Odin and Thor, were invulnerable during 
the night and issued then from their palaces in the 
hearts of the mountains to devastate the land and 
carry of human beings to theif abodes, But if sur- 
prised by the light of dawn they were helpleasly lost 
and death was swift and sure.

Giant and Maiden F orceful Group. 


The sculptor depicts in a tremendously forceful 
group the giant Thrym, who has seized a young maiden 
and ts carrying off his victim, but, miscalculating his 
time he te slain in the rays of dawn while hurling 
impotent deflance to the gods. To make the effect more 
realistic the artist has chosen a huge block of basalt 
porous lava out of which he has carved the monster as 
It le dissolved by dawn; thé young woman in contrast 
is a superbly finished piece of sculpture. 

. In his fine group “ Man and Wife” he shows the dia- 
tinet influence of hie first master Stnd@irig It te broad 
in spirit and splendid in ite sculptural lines. A design 
for a monument te commemorate an tIcelandic here. 
Poul Noises, fe of an unnusvally bold conception. If takes 
the shape of a huge anchor: the targe links of the 
chain frame bas reliefs tiluetrating the valor of the 
hero. The shape of the montment represents the mem- 
ory of this man anchored in tne hearts of filé country- 
men. 

Wheat the artist coneiders tis most ambitious and 
succes&ful work k « monument to Ineeifur. the first 
Norwegian viking who settled in Iceland, It represents 
this roving king of the seas as a proud young Warrior tn 
chain armor with one arm resting on the dragen head 
of his galley and holding Im his left hand a huge spear. 
The base of the monument is embellixhed with bronze 
bas reliefs, one of which, called “ Liberty.” is singularly 
beautifyl. 

There is a number of other tmpertant works by this 
young artist, among which must be mentioned “ The 
“ Maelstrom,” another theme from the Norse mythology 
symbolizing the yearning souls endeavoring to rise to 
higher réalmse while thoveands are lost fm the vortex. 
Another symbolic group is “ The Seasons,” which, while 
perhaps impressive, is not agreeable from its complexity 
and unbalanced lines. 7 

This artist of Iceland is one of the most successfal 
sculptors of today and has earned just renewn fér his 
originality, simplicity, and, above afi. for  préserving 
a splendid national character and feeling In hls work.

DWARD F. DUNNE has been mayor 

oft Chicago once and wants to be again. 

In this he ts like all other ex-mayors. 

Exactly why a man who once holds 

this job is so anxious to hold on, or, 

having been ousted against his will or by his 

consent, almost invariably tries to come back 

has never been explained, but it-is the rule, 

The only exception noted is the case of John 

P. Hopkins, and he has had so much to do 

since his retirement either with electing 

other men mayors or trying to defeat them 
that his case is not complete. 


Judge Dunne was elected in 1905 largely > 


on account of an error in judgment on the 
part of Carter H. Harrison. Mr. Harrison 
had been elected four times and could have 
had the Democratic nomination agaim had he 
consented. If he had known as much be- 
fore the convention as became plainly appar- 
ent shortly after the campaign opened, he 
would have consented and doubtless would 
have been elected for five terme instead of 
four. The trouble was he did not.’ 

The way he figured it out John M. Harlan, 
whom the Republicans had agreed upon, 
was an invincible candidate, and Mayor Har- 
rison made up his mind it was better to get 
out as gracefully as possible. So he chosethe 
elevator to the fire e#cape and refused to 
run rather than make what he considered a 


hopeless race. 
—- 


Harlan a Hopeless Candidate. 

The party, left without a candidate, as 
Carter Harrison senior had once left it be- 
fore, turned to Judge Dunne, then on the 
Circuit court bench, and he consented to 
run. It did not look especially welt for him 
at the time, but inside of three weeks it be- 
came plain to all that anybody could beat 
Harlan. He was about the most absolutely 
hopeless candidate who ever ran for office in 
Chicago. But it was too late for Harrison 
to reconsider and Dunne reaped the reward 
of his willingness to take chances. He ran 
on @ municipal ownership platform, but this 
did not make any difference. Rupmning 
against Harlan, he could heave been elected 
on any, kind of a platform. He was victorious 
in spite of his platform and not on account 
of it. ° 

Now he is in the field for the Democratic 
nomination as a sort of compromise candi- 
Gate between Carter Harrison and Andrew 
J. Graham. He is not talking municipal 
ownership any more, but has rallied around 
him all the former advocates of that and 
other isms and undoubtedly will have con- 
siderable support at the primaries. He is 
also appealing to old line Dempcrats with the 
argument he took chances of being defeated 
when the man they had so often horored had 
run away and Js making geome capita] out 
of it. 

As a compromise candidgte Mayor Dunne 
has some elements of strength. Chief of 
these is a most pleasing personality. His 
Manners are what can be called charming. 
and he has'a pleasant word for everybody. 
What is more he gives the appearance of 
being sincere. One of his old time friends, 
when a little out of patience with him, re- 
marked: “A man who does not like Ed Dunne 
is incapable of liking anybody; but-——”

Report of Foreign Expert. 

During the two years he served as mayor 

Edward F. Dunne certainly had a weird time 
of it. Before he had taken his seat he sent 
for James Dalrymple, manager of the munici- 
pally owned street car lines of Glasgow, 
Scotiand, to come to Chicago and tell the 
- eitizens of this city how they could run their 
traction systems the way the people of Glas- 
gow do. Mr. Dalrymple came and investi- 
gated. He made a study, not only of Chicago 
street car lines but of Chicago politics, and 
when he got through made his report. It 
was so exactly different from what Mayor 
Dunne wanted that*he suppressed it, saying 
it was a private communication, not a public 
document. and it was only through the efforts 
of Tue TRIBUNE that its import became 
known. 
, In. brief. Mr. Dairymple held that munici- 
» pal ownership of street car lines or any other 
public utility was a good thing if the public 
business were conducted the game as that 
of private corporations, but with existing 
jeonditions in Chicago and other American 
cities that sort of conduct could not be looked 
for, and until municipal politics were re- 
formed municipal ownership simply meant 
municipal bankruptcy. 

But this did not deter Mayor Dunne, and 
just then another controversy arose to en-

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gage his aitention. The municipal owner- 
ship crowd was divided into twocamps. One 
wanted “ultimate’’ municipal ownership 
and the other “ immediate.””

Johnson Called as Adviser. 

In this endeavor he called to his aid Tom 
Johnson, then mayor of «Cleveland, and 
Mayor Johnson apent almost as much time 
in Chicago as in his home city. Heimported 
a street car expert, a former employé of 
Johnson's, who told him how Chicago could 
duplicate its street car systems at almost a 
nominal cost. But somehow or other neither 
the mayor nor his advisers could put any 
of their plans into operation, and after the 
council] had passed a couple of street car 
ordinances over his veto he made his cam- 
paign for reélection on the straight issue of 
an indorsement of his theories or the pro- 
gram of the aldermen, and was badly beaten 
at an election at which the people also rati- 
fied the aldermanic plan on a referendum, 
vote. 

Incidentally Mayor Dunne also took up the 
matter of regulating lighting prices, and 
here he accomplished something. He went 
to Springfield and procured legislation em- 
powering cities to regulate the charges for 
gae and electric light, and under this act 
ordinances were passed and accepted by the 
companies fixing the present prices for this 
service. The law provides that. prices thus 
fixed shal] stand for five years, and the time 
is now at hand when @ readjustment is pos- 
sible. A cry for cheaper gas has been raised 
as one of the issues of the Democratic pri- 
maries, but it is so palpably a political attack 
on Roger Sullivan, who is at the head of a 
gas company, that it has not excited any 
special interest.

independents ‘because thé National Associa- 

ion of Automobile Manufacturers refused 
to sanction it and also dechkared that any- 
one showing in the palace’ could not get in 
the Chicago show. This edict had ite great- 
est effect emong the manufacturers of sun- 
Gries, while not more than fifty makes of 
pleasure and commercial cars were on the 
floors of the New York building.

Good Chance fer Critics. 

The Selden army is in the garden in all its 
gicry. Bach and every one of the eighty- 
nine members of the A. L. A. M. hes been 
accommodated either this week or next, and 
it is anticipated that the critics will have an 
extraordinarily good chance to get a true 
ine on the good things in a motoring way 
for next summer. 

It is more than evident from the advance 
information that has been received in Chi- 
cago that the tendencies will show a higher 
powered car on the average than heretofore 
has been the custom with the Seldenites 
One local critic, David Beecroft, has figured 
it out that the average A. L. A. M. car will 
show a horse power of 86.2 in its four cylin- 
der mioter of 4.5 inch bore phd 4.78 inch 
stroke. This takes into consideration 188 
chassis which are made by the eighty-nine 
members of the A. L. A. M. and is a com- 
posite picture of the 1011 trend. Beecroft 
also finds that the average wheelbase is 116 
inches, with front wheels 3485 by 4.16 in 
front and 35 by 4.75 inches in the rear. The 
motor has the cylinders cast in pairs and the 
cylinders are of the LL, type. Beecroft points 
out in Motor Age that the average A. L. A. M. 
car used the multiple disk clutch, three epeed 
sclective gearset, and shaft drive. The gear- 
box is lecated in the middle of the chassis. +

I agreed to go (after driving a hard bargain) and 
went straight aboard the Mays.

Really, as I followed 
the carpenter around that night and held the lantern 
while he made hatches and gear snug, I began to 
believe that every man on the ship had been picked 
up as I had been, in the dark, on a by-street. None 
of us knew the ship. The earpenter did not know 
where. his tools were and the engineer wandered 
around, trying to check up his stores.
